WASHINGTON—(INS)—The nation-wide telephone strike set for Friday was post- 
poned for 60 days at the request of President Truman today but 350,000 miners continued 
‘their walkout with contract negotiators making “no progress.” 

| The CIO’s Communications Workers agreed to the mediation truce only 36 hours be- 


fore the strike deadline of 6 a. m. Friday.

That assurance was given yesterday by Paul Weir, Man- 
ager of the Atlanta Waterworks, who announced the installa- 
tion of a 30,000-gallon fuel-oil tank at the city’s pumping 
station. Fuel oil will supplement the month’s supply of coal! 
which is on hand and natural gas, Weir said.

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Lent, and the Meaning Thereof 


Christians today are beginning the 
second day of Lenten observance. To 
some it mearis an opportunity to give up 
sweets or butter or potatoes and thereby 
lose a pound or so, while sighing about 
the rigors of the “season.” We enjoyed 
the comments of a year ago in an Epis- 
copal Church wherein the rector said he 
hoped the séason would mean more to his 
middle-aged members than reducing their 
middle-aged sprezds. Others, strong in the 
faith, will deprive themselves of cigar- 
ettes, the before-dinner cocktail, and the 
affer-dinner pie. : 


Originally the Lenten period was quite 
short. It was merely a period of fast and 
preparation for baptism with special cere- 
monies for those under official scrutiny 
or discipline. These latter were required 
to smear their foreheads with ashes, a 
ceremony now extended to the entire con- 
gregation on Ash Wednesday, although 
today only the Roman Catholic and some 
of the orthodox Eastern branches actually 
use the symbolic ash. 


The early Christians carried over from 
Judaism the idea of a weekly holy day— 
the observance of Sunday as a day of 
worship replacing the legal observance of 
the Sabbath. They also continued the 
Feast of the Passover, now become the 
Feast of the Resurrection. A short, strict 
fast before Easter was gradually extend- 
ed to 40 days. The 50 days from Easter 
to Pentecost were treated as festal days. 
After the Reformation many Protestant 


churches dropped most of the Saints Days 
and feasts and observed only Sundays, 
Christmas and Easter. For a long time 
only the Lutheran, the Episcopal, Church 
of England, Roman Catholic and the vari- 
ous branches of the Eastern churches, such 
as the Greek and Armenian, observed the 
feast days. Gradually, however, the 
Methodist, Baptist, Presbyterian and oth- 
ers have resumed observance of the 
Lenten services. 

Perhaps the most dramatic observance 
is that by the Greek Orthodox, which 
celebrates, on the final night of Lent, the 
Resurrection Mass, which concludes well 
past midnight. It is followed by imme- 
diate expressions of joy and happinéss on 
leaving the church. Christ is risen. There- 
fore, let man, redeemed by the crucified 
and risen Christ, rejoice and be glad. This 
feast, which usually continued for at least 
two weeks, has been reduced to a one-day 
feast on Easter day in which the family 
and close friends meet to join in their joy 
at the resurrection. 

Perhaps, with the A-bomb and the 
H-bomb casting their shadow over us, 
along with the shadow of the cross itself, 
we will manage to make of Lent some- 
thing more than a surrender of apple pie 
with cheese or a refusal of all whipped 
cream on the parfaits. lf we can man- 
age to do so it maybe helpful, as ma- 
terial man must somehow discover his 
spiritual self and combine the power of 
both if we are to do more than cower and 
be afraid. 


The Brannan Plan Is Deceptive 


The Brannan farm plan, which the 
Secretary of Agriculture hopes will re- 
place the present farm subsidy structure, 
is deceptively simple. 

Briefly, the Brannan plan would let 
perishable farm products find their own 
price levels at retail, with the Govern- 
ment paying farmers the difference be- 
tween what they get for their products 
and the parity price. In general, the Bran- 
nan plan would pay 100 percent of parity 
instead of the present payments which 
run up to 90 percent. 

The Secretary claims this would bring 
lower food prices to consumers and high- 
er incomes to farmers. It’s as simple as 
that. 

The first great fallacy of the Brannan 
plan is that retail prices would come down 
less than half as much as prices to farm- 
ers. According to figures published by 
Mr. Brannan’s own department, the farm- 
ers get an average of less than 50 cents of 
the retail food dollar. To be exact, the 
farmer got only 46 cents of the food dollar 
in November, 1949. , 

Moreover, by a statement of the Bu- 
reau of Agricultural Economics on Nov. 
30, 1949, “farm prices have been drifting 
downward for seme 22 months. Marketing 
costs have remained about constant.” In 
other words, labor. transportation and oth-

er items incidental to getting food to the 
consumer remain the same while farm 
prices are going aown. 


For the consumer to get a 15 percent 
reduction in food prices, prices to the 
farmer would have to come down more 
than 30 percent. And the taxpayer would 
have to make up the difference to the 


farmer. 


Under the Brannan plan the farmer 
would be little more than a hireling. of 
the Department of Agriculture. Stringent 
controls, far more exacting than present 
acreage controls, would be necessary. The 
farmer would be regimented as no other 


“group is, except perhaps members of the 


armed services. 

Not even Mr. Brannan has been bold 
enough to estimate the cost of his pro- 
posed program. The Federal Government 
now has more than $3,600,000,000 tied up 
in farm surpluses. Within a year the 
amount will be more than $6,000,000,000. 
No responsible person thinks the Brannan 
plan would be less expensive. Some think 
it might be several times more costly. 

What Mr. Brannan is asking is that 
the taxpayer sign a blank check, the fig- 
ure to be written in later. 

We doubt that the public or the farm- 
er is interested. 


Pressure Groups Fight Vote Change — 


WASHINGTON—Final passage of the Lodge-Gossett constitutional amendment to correct weak- 
nesses in our system of electing Presidents is being threatened by the vigorous opposition of certain 
liberal and organized pressure groups, which are afraid that the proposed change would deprive them 


of some of their present political influence. 

The amendment was recently passed by the 
Senate but remains to be approved by the House 
before it can be submitted to the various states 
for ratification. It would abolish the old out 
moded electoral college and provide, instead, for 
the division of a state’s electoral votes in pro- 
portion to the popular vote received by presi- 
dential candidates. 

Since the Senate acted the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Colored People and 
the Americans for Democratic Action have come 
out openly against the proposal. Also the legis- 
lative committee of the CIO, liberal labor group, 
has indicated its opposition. 

When the amendment passed the Senate it 
was supported by such liberals as Senator Hubert 
Humphrey; Democrat, of Minnesota; Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge, Republican, of Massachusetts, 
one of its co-sponsors; Senator Herbert Lehman, 
Democrat, of New York, and Senator Frank 
Graham, Democrat, of North Carolina. 

the Senate opposition was Senator 
Robert A. Taft, Republican,.of Ohio, while the 
fight shaking up in the House is being led by 
Representative Brown, another Ohio 
Republican.. These two are rated as among the 
arch conservatives of Hence the liberal 
and jabor groups find themselves in strange com- 
pany.in opposing the reform measure. 
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New York, with 47 electoral votes or more 
than the combined total of a dozen smaller states, 
offers a striking example. Normally the division 
between the two parties there is so close that the 
Negro vote, if it goes in a block, can be the de- 
cisive factor. The party that carries the state 
under the electoral college system gets all 47 of 
its electoral votes, although it may have a rela- 
tively small majority or plurality. 

Instead of the electoral votes going in a block 
to the winning candidate, the Lodge-Gossett 
amenhdment would have them split up in propor- 
tion to the popular vote received. In that way, it 
would not matter much in a close election who 
carried the state. Opposing major party candi- 
dates would divide up the vote more or less 
evenly. 

The effect of this would be to deny to the 
minority pressure groups most of their present 
influence. t in very close national elec- 
tions it wouldn’t matter a great deal which way 
these, groups went. Consequently, neither major 
party would be out playing up to them as they 
have too often in the past.

We first must provide a sort of background for 
Background 73° discussion First there is the matter of cost. 
A really tough race, with each candidate slugging it out over the 
radio, in county meetings, in advertisements, by telephone, in direct 
mail appeals, and so on, costs about $200,000, sometimes more. There 
is, of course, a great deal of waste in such campaigns because of the 
leaks and the inefficiency of temporary organization and workers. 
Secondly, fewer and fewer persons are willing ‘to run. To become 
a candidate means being smeared. It assures that distortion of past 
acts and sayings will be made. It spews up depraved individuals 
who use the opportunity to insult members of the candidate’s 
family and often to terrorize them with threats. A eampaign takes 
a terrific physical toll. Ali these things require a certain philosophy 
and ability to roll with the punches, to know that the mud of 
smear attacks is better left alone since it will drop off of its own 
weight if left to dry, but will spread if an attempt is made to 
answer, or scrape it off. A man of good physical condition and a 
wil ingness to go without sleep, who can endure weariness, and 
retain a good humor and a pleasing personality, is necessary. These 
assets are rare, not commonplace. Just anyone cannot be a can- 
didate. Not many are willing to become one. 


Wh ~This helps explain why there is no strong candidate against 
Y Gov. Talmadge. But, the real reason is that in a State where 
there 1s. no two-party system, politics become, and are, factional 

_ Since the departure of Sen. Richard B. Russell from the Geor- 
gia Statehouse, politics in Georgia have been exclusively anti- 
Talmadge and pro-Talmadge. The coalition against the late Eugene 
Talmadge ‘was built around E. D. Rivers when he was a relatively 
young Tegislator. It was soundly defezted in its initial attempts. 
It finally succeeded. Gov. Rivers, by virture of very skillful use of 
Federal funds, did more for physical Georgia than any other 
governor. His program ran into the same trouble which the present 
Governor Talmadge has managed, by guess and good luck, largely 
to avoid. He managed to avert making the Minimum Foundation 
his program, although he indorsed it. Gov. Rivers was stuck with 
a program—a good program—which was his. He had created it. 
He lacked the courage, as did Gov. Talmadge, to go to the people on 
a necessary sales tax platform. He was defeated. Yet this same 
coalition came back and swept Gov. Ellis Arnall into office. He, 
too, gave Georgia a constructive and progressive administration 
which was in the more intangible field of legislation and reform, 
even more beneficial than was Gov. Rivers’ building program and

Smashed the maneuvers growing out of the attempt by Gov. 
Arnall again to become a candidate via a constitutional amendment 
being adopted by the Legislature and. put before the people. What- 
ever the events leading to the smashing, the result was a smash. 

It was so bad a smash thet it may be said without fear of 
serious contradiction that, like Humpty Dumpty, it may not be put 
together again. There is no record that Humpty Dumpty wasn’t the 
most excellent of fellows. But he could not be put together again. 
Also The old anti-Talmadge coalition cannot be put together 

: again and those who try are wasting their time. There 
exists, of course, opposition to the governor. It might even be 
organized into a substantial force. But, none of those now offering 
can do so. M. E. Thompson: has been of the greatest. benefit to Gov. 
Talmadge. His public insistence he would be a candidate blighted 
anyother plans He cannot muster the anti-Talmadge vote. Like- 
wise, the Governor can have only the kindliest of feelings toward 
Candidate Fat Baker, of Clarke Coun'y. The Governor has never 
carried Clarke County and Mr. Baker, too, keeps down more 
opposition. Pat Avery, of Rome, has said he would run, He may. 
But, if I had to wager now I would say that of all these, the Clarke 
countian is likely to be the only one to post the $500.

Opposition against is the necessity for building , iin the 
ground up. As of now there seems to be no chance for a formidable 
candidate. But, whatever candidate, it any, does arise, he must 
come from a new group. The old coalition is smashed beyond 
repair, That is why the nomination now seems to be the Gov- 
ernor’s almost by default. There continues to be talk of some new 
group emerging behind a young veteran, but it is nebulous and 
cannot, as of now, be pin-pointed. 

This brings us to the final question. Is there anyone who can 
beat him? The answer, of course, must be one of opinion. Mine is 
a coldly pragmatic one.

Truman Stock Pays Dividends 


WASHINGTON—James Bruce, a shrewd New York promoter, con- 
tributed handsomely to the Truman campaign fund before Nov. 2. 
1948. He thus in effect bought Truman administration common 
stock when it was being quoted at close to zero. Truman common 
has now appreciated so heavily that Mr. Bruce expects to exchange 
his block of shares for no less a commodity than the London embassy. 


It is reported that this valuable property has already been 
knocked down to Mr. Bruce by the White House. Whether or not 
this ig so, Mr. Bruce is certainly confident that the rich prize is 
within his grasp. Any number of people have been assured that 
he is'to replace the present Ambassador, Lewis Douglas, within 
the next two or three months. 

At the same time Douglas has with some difficulty been per- 
suaded by the State Department to remain in London at least 
throughout this year. ° 


Strain If Douglas is now nevertheless replaced by Bruce, it will 

be an event of the utmost significance in a whole series 
of ways. For one thing, the relations between this country and 
its most important ally have never been more strained. Douglas 
has made a brilliant success in London. Aside from campaign con- 
tributions, Bruce’s only visible qualification for the post is his 
record as Ambassador to Argentina, where he became cozily inti- 
mate with the tin-pot dictator Juan Peron and his flashy wife, 
Evita. To appoint Bruce to London:could mean only that the Ad- 
ministration did not take the Anglo-American alliance seriously. 
It would certainly weaken, and might well dissolve, that alliance. 


Moreover, if Bruce is sent. to London, it will be only the begin- 
ning of a larger process. If campaign contributions are to be the 
major criterion for key appointments, men like James Brucé’s able 
brother, David Bruce, Ambassador in Paris, and James Dunn, in 
Rome, are sure to be replaced by generous contributors of the 
stamp of Laurence Steinhardt and Stanton Griffis. 

Yet the most important issue in the Bruce matter can be very 
simply defined. It is whether or not Secretary of State Dean Ache- 


son is to be master in his own house. 

There is no mytery about the identity of Bruce‘s chief 
Johnson Administration sponsor. At the very beginning of his 
tenure in office, Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson bluntly in- 
formed. high State Department officials that he and the President 
had agreed that “my man Jim Bruce” was to go to London. 
Acheson has nevertheless more than once succeeded in having the 
Bruce appointment deferred. 

If Johnson now has his way, the most important American diplo- 
matic official abroad will in fact be responsible to Johnson rather 
than Acheson. Johnson will thus be well on the way to becoming 
master in Acheson's foreign policy house.

Still There-And a Bit Dustier 


Editor’s Note: Our man, Othman, claims he’s not lazy so much as efficient. 
He drops down to one of the Government’s mustier cellars every Feb. 22 to 
see whether his facts still are true; then he digs the following dispatch from 
his files and takes the day off. Says it was a funny story the first time he 
wrote it and why try to improve it? 


WASHINGTON—I have checked as usual this time of year and regret to report that the Father 
of His Country looks as goosepimply as ever with a sheet around his middle, a laurel wreath on his 


_ brow, and his bare toes sticking in the breeze. 

Only ehange is he’s a little dustier; all 10 feet, 
six inches of him, mostly naked, in white marble. 
I guess you might call him the result of Con- 
gress’ sorriest experience with the arts. 


This began peacefully enough when the law- 
makers in 1832 slipped Horatio Greenough, the 
celebrated Boston sculptor, $5,000 to sculp a 
heroic statue of George Washington to decorate 
the Capitol lawn. Horatio took the money to 
Florence, Italy; he emerged six years later with 
his 20-ton statue packed solidly in an oaken box. 


Getting same to the seaport via a narrom 
road with olive trees planted in rows on each 
side was a problem, but Horatio solved that 
by chopping down all the trees on the left, 
between Florence and Leghorn. This, plus 
some other incidental expense, cost the tax- 
payers $8,311.50 more. 


The longshoremen at the dock started to hoist 
the statue onto a boat. The rope broke. George 
Washington crashed through the hull and sank 
in the mud. The ship settled on top of him. 
The U. S. Navy sent a battleship to Italy; sail- 
ors fished Washington from the muck. 

The ship docked in New York, but the rail- 
road tunnels between there and here weren't big 
enough for him ona flatcar to squeeze through. 
The Navy took him next to New Orleans and 
forwarded him by devious routes, without tun- 
nels, to Washington; D. C. The freight bill was 
a whopper.

Then the parlia- 
mentarians discovered a law already 50 years 
old making it illegal for the Government te 
destroy any of its works of art. 


The statesmen built a wooden shed at a cost 
of $1,600 to hide their statue; then they argued 
some more. Year after year they battled, while 
tourists wondered what was inside the myste- 
rious structure on the south lawn. . By 1908 the 
lawmakers were so mortified and the shed so 
en that they appropriated a final 

,000. , 

This was for tearing down the lumber and 
hauling the seminaked Washington—in the dead 
of night—to the Smithsonian Institution. There 
you will find him in the cellar of the main build- 
ing, behind a row of antique printing presses.

That would have 
been too flagrant even for the emotional dis- 
turbances which passed for thought, so the deed 
was done by terror and milder coercion. Any 
one who preferred to remain a free agent and 
drive his own bargains was subjected to foul 
abuse and the goons of the administration got 
such characters fired or put to dirty jobs. 


Actually, there was no great popular clamor 
of American workers for union representation 
even in the wildest days of the CIO insurrec- 
tions. There were only three or four million in 
the American Federation of Labor when the 
Wagner Act passed, many of them sullen victims 
of the closed shop and ‘unfair list which deprived 
Americans of their freedom.

“Good faith does not permit such extraneous and unlaw- 
ful provisions to be insisted upon by an employee group 
as a condition of wage agreement. To include such provi-

sions would be tantamount to nullifying any agreement 
reached at its birth... 


“The court concludes that insistence upon inclusion of the 
so-called ‘able and willing’ and ‘memorial period’ clauses 
in the negotiation of an agreement is a refusal to confer 
in good faith, and therefore a practice condemned by 
(the law ).” 


On union dictation and control of “welfare,” Judge Keech 
declared: 


“It is the opinion of the court that insistence that the wel- 
fare and retirement fund be administered so as to limit 
the benefits thereunder to union members and their de- 
pendents without compliance with the statutory require- 
ments for a closed shop agreement, is in conflict with 
(the law ).”

For those with an.eye for statistics, it 

is interesting to note that 69 percent of 

Georgia’s women are 7) in housekeeping, compared 

with a national average of 61, and that this State’s current 

birthrate of 27.7 children per 1,000 population is higher 

than any State in the South Atlantic area except South 
Carolina, which is 28.7. 


That means that Georgia still holds a firmer grasp on home- 
making as a career than most States, and the Lorelei of a job 
downtown has not beckoned quite as many women to a regular 
paycheck, which sociologists believe is the best sign in the world.
